GREATER BOSTON 
CENSUS SHOWS 
TO BE 1,500,000 


By th© Associated Press 
BOSTON, July 9.— A compilation 
of 
1920 
census returns 
covering 
what is generally known as Greater 
Boston shows thaf the population of 
Boston and its suburbs has 
now 
reached almost exactly 1,500,000. 
Unlike most of the larger cities of 
the country, Boston has annexed 
very little of the territory imme­ 
diately adjoining and has a total 
area of only 47.8 square miles, as 
compared with 287 square miles in 
Greater New York. 
The Boston metropolitan district, 
covering an area within a 15 mile 
radius from the state house, in­ 
cludes 26 cities and towns in ad­ 
dition to Boston proper. The 1920 
population of all of these except 
Watertown has been announced and 
the total i8 732,541 for the suburbs. 
W atertown's population as recorded 
by the state census of 1915 was 
16,515, a gain of 3,640 over 1910. 
If it made a similar gain in the last 
five years it would now. have 20,- 
155 inhabitants. This, addtd to the 
other suburbs and to the 747,*23

Material for Electrical Contacts 
From Norman Isachson, Idaho.— 


Kindly let me know what is consid- 
ered the most satisfactory mater- 
ial for making electrical contacts, 
such as distributors or timers. I 
know that carbon and copper arc 
used for this purpose where every- 
thing cun be kept clean, but I do 
not kno.v just what the effect would 
be if dirty oil should get on such 
surfaces. 


Reply.—Copper, being a softer 


metal, wears much faster if the con- 
tact is to be heavy, although If 
the parts are lubricated, copper con- 
veys tho current through the .lubri- 
cation slightly better than bronze. 


As a general rule, were it is 


possible carbon brushes are used in 
conjunction with copper contacts. 
However, carbons should be used 
only where 
high tension 
current 


Is used. Carbon offers a great deal 
of resistance to the passage of low 
tension current. . 


For breaker points only tungsten 


or kindred non-oxialzing metals can 
be used. For ordinary roller timers, 
steel rolls should be used mounted' 
on hardened steel pens. The con-! 
tacts may be made either from steel 
or bronze. Bronze of course is best. 
An aluminum bronze seems to give 
slightly better results than straight 
bronze metal, if the parts are large.

I can 
put a six-volt lamp across two of 
the cells it will .light brighter than 
if I put it across the three cells. 
Can you tell me what is the matter? 


Re'ply.—It is ver yevident that 


your trouble is due to oxidized con- 
necting straps in the battery or to 
a damaged cell. No matter which 
of these troubles it Is, you do not 
iave the proper equipment to make 
the repair and it is best for you 
to take it to a Willard service .sta- 
tion, because they can fix it with 
no trouble and their repair will be 
all right, whsre as if you try to 
make the repair, you may damage 
the balance of the -battery and have 
to buy a new one.
